MADISON. Wis.—-Immediate elim- 


ination of college courses in the nor- 
mal schools of the state as proposed 
in a resolution by the educational 
committee of the Board of Normal 
School Regents went, down to defeat 
at the board meeting late Thursday 
afternoon. 
In its place a resolution 


was adopted after^many amendments 
which provides for a committee of 
investigation and a final decision to 
be taken not later lhan July 20th. 
The resolution states ilfiat "A com- 


mittee of three'presidents shall he 
appointed by the president of the 
board together with the educational 
ommittee of the board for the pur- 
ose of formulating a plan for the 
evelopment 
and 
organization •• of 


our year courses for the training of 
ligh school, teachers--in the normal 
chools and special subjects to he-de- 
ermined upon, which courses shall 


lead to a degree and in combination 
therewith provide for the elimination 
o£ college cotirses, such college cours- 
es to be eliminatetd when such plan 
shall be finally consummated and the 
degree right confirmed."

first two years of this

training course will probably be lor 
the most part academic work the 
new plan would not prohibit students 
from securing college credit for two 
years of academic work at the nor- 
mal schools. 
The final resolution 
was adopted by a unanimous vote.

hour of the board meeting that any 
measure could be considered favor- 
ably by -the regents present.

CHILDREN TO ATTEND 
VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS 


Delinquents, 
However, 
Face 


Prosecution and Jail Sen- 


tence or Fine 


MADISON, Wis.—Parents have no 


legal obligation to force attendance 
of 
their 
children 
at 
vocational 
schools under the compulsory attend- 
ance law enacted by the 1921 legis- 
lature, J. E. Messerschmidt held to- 
day in an opinion. 
R. M. Hoyt, deputy attorney gen- 


eral, in another expression on legal 
aspects involved in the problems ot 
compelling children to go to voca- 
tional classes until 18 years of age, 
declare'd that the boys or girls who 
failed to comply with the law would 
be prosecuted for delinquency and 
face a jail sentence or fine. 
While the legislature enacted 
a 


compulsory 
attendance 
statute re- 


quiring children between the ages of 
14 and 16 to attend school half time 
and those between the ages of 17 and 
IS, at least eight houvs a week, it did 


not provide means of enforcing its 
decree. 
, 
' This fact has led the attorney gen- 


eral to conclude that only by crim- 
inal prosecutions against each child 
who fails to meet the requirements 
of the law, can its provisions be en- 
forced providing the 
parents 
and 


children-refuse to comply. 


Responsibility of the Barents 
in 


compelling compliance with the law 
is reported as only that of a parental 
duty, not a legal obligation. 
The 


children themselves are held respon- 
sible for failure to do as the law 
requires.
